heretofoze: and that vpon iuſt occaſion of the 
late diſcouerte of ſodamnablea ſtratageme, 
as was neuer plotted againſt any Lhzilftan 
oꝛ Heathen ſtate: and therfoze in ſome round

But he, in the franticke ſpirit ofa Papilt, 
haſtily tooke vy club oz beetle (where-with 
they vled tocleaue wood) andrudely,.

The Mother okthe laide Inigo ſhoꝛtly ak 
tertomming into her Garden, and finding 
her hul band thus cruelly murthered, and vt⸗ 
terty dilmaid there⸗ with, came *

enquiring koꝛ her ſonne Inigo Icancs, and fin- 
ding him fledde away, ſbe cauſed another of 
her ſonnes, and ſome other mellengerto ſeen 
him: who comming vnto the foꝛelaid Chap⸗ 
pell of Saint Sauiours, found him there lea⸗ 
ning to one or his hands, & moſt grecuoullie
